An Act to make better provision for the 
Administration of Municipalities in 
the Punjab. 

WHEREA.S it is expedient to make better provision 
for the administration of municipalities in the Punjab ; 
It is hereby enacted as follows 


CHAPTER I. 


Preluminart. 


1 . (/) This Act may be called the Punjab Municipal 
Act, 1911 ;

(3) It shall come into force on ^such day as the ®[Pro- 
vincial Government] may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, appoint in this behalf. 

2. ,(1) The enactments mentioned in the Schedule are Ropeau 
hereby repealed to the extent specified in the fourth column 
thereof. 


(2) But all municipalities constituted, committees Savinp 
established, limits defined, appointments, rules, regulations, 
bye-laws and orders made, notifications and notices issued, 
taxes, tolls, rates and fees imposed or assessed, contracts 
entered into, and suits instituted under the said Acts, or 
any enactment thereby repealed, shall, so far as may be, be 
deemed to have been respectively constituted, established, 
defined, made, issued, imposed or assessed, entered into, 
and instituted under this Act.

(a) in the case of land, the gross annual rent at 
■which it may reasonably he expected to let 
from year to year : 

Provided that, in the ^se of land assessed to land- 
revenue or of which the land-revenue has 
been wholly or in part released, compounded 
for, redeemed or assigned, the annual value, 
shall if the ^[Provincial Government] so

— The term “ gross annual rent ” 
shall not include any tax payable by the 
owner in respect of which the owner and 
tenant have agreed that it shall be paid 
by the tenant :

obtained by adding the estimated present 
cost of erecting the building, less such amount 
as the committee may deem reasonable to 
be deducted on account of depreciation (if 
any) to the estimated market value of the 
site and any land attached to the house or 
building.

CHAPTER IL 

Constitution op iMUNioiPAifiTiHs. 

1. (7) The "[Provincial Government] may by notifica- 

tion propose any local area to be n rannicipnlity under tliis 
Act : 

Provided that no military cantonment or part of a 
military cantonment shall ■'[* * *] be included in any such 
area.] 

(2) Every such notification shall define tho limits of the 
local area to which it relates. 

( 3 ) A copy of every notification under this section, 
witli a translation in sucli voniaeulnr language ns the "[Pro- 
vincial Government] may direct, slmll. bo affixed in some 
conspicuous place in the court-house of tbo Deputy Com- 
missioner within whoso jurisdiction tbo local area tp which 
tho nolification relates lies, and in ono or more conspicuous 
idnces in that local area.
